Many of these 
plants were shipped over 2000 miles and still did remark- 
ably well. 


CULTURE 


Hardy Garden Mums are among the easiest of all hardy plants to 
grow. They will tolerate almost endless neglect and still survive and 
give some bloom. To have them at their best, give them good culture, 
a sunny location, a rich soil, and do not Jet them suffer for want of 
moisture during the hot summer. 

Mums in the garden should be planted in an open, sunny location 
and should not be shaded by buildings, large shrubs or trees for more 
than three or four hours per day. Any fairly rich soil, be it sandy, 
clay or loam, that will grow other flowers and vegetables well, will 
also grow good Mums. Peat moss, leaf mold or barnyard manure 
worked into the soil is an excellent conditioner and much to their 
liking. 


PLANTING 

Spring is by far the best planting season. The proper planting 
time is when the spring garden work is well under way and the heavy, 
ice-freezing frosts are past. Planting can begin about the time early 
tulips begin to bloom and can be continued until peonies are in 
bloom. Here in southern Minnesota this would be from about late 
April until mid-June. Farther south this date would be advanced 
according to the climate. This gives the plants until fall to develop 
a good root system and enough top to give abundant bloom. Well- 
started plants grown in 214-inch pots and planted with a ball of 
earth around the roots are the most satisfactory. One-year-old, 
field-grown clumps seldom give satisfactory results, for they are hard 
to handle and there are usually not enough roots to support the 
many shoots that spring up. In replanting old clumps, always divide 
them into individual shoots. Those from the outside of the clump 
are the strongest and should be retained; discard the old stumpy 
center crown. Field-grown divisions packed with moss about the 
roots are often offered; these will usually grow but seldom give a 
good account of themselves. 


SUMMER CARE 


Good culture during the summer, with regular loosening up of the 
soil about the plants to maintain a constant supply of moisture, to 
aerate the ground, and to keep weeds from becoming established, is 
all that is necessary to grow good Mums. One or two applications of 
a well-balanced commercial fertilizer are beneficial but not absolutely 
necessary. Roughly, about a small handful of commercial fertilizer 
per plant at about one-month intervals is sufficient. The first applica- 
tion can be made in late July or early August. This highly con- 
centrated fertilizer should not be used when the soil is dry, because 
foliage and root burn will result. Be sure that plenty of moisture is 
available at time of application. 


WATERING 


The best way to water Mums is to make a saucer-like depression 
about the plant, lay the hose on the ground, and let the water run 
slowly. The following day the soil can be loosened up -and leveled 
again. A thorough watering like this should be sufficient for a week 
or ten days, even during the hottest and driest weather. Sprinkling 
the plants from overhead should be discouraged, for that invites 
foliage diseases. By keeping the foliage of Mums as dry as possible, 
spraying should not be necessary in order to grow a good crop of 
flowers. 


PINCHING 


To have sturdy and well-branched plants it is advisable to pinch 
the terminal shoots once or twice during the season. This operation 
is done with the thumb and forefinger and consists of removing about 
V4 inch of the soft growing tip of the main shoots. The first pmching 
should be done when the plants are about 6 inches tall, to induce 
lateral branches. When these lateral branches are 8 to 10 inches tall, 
their tips should be removed to induce more branches. Discontinue 
pinching by August 1, as the plants will soon be forming buds. The 
very early-blooming varieties should not be pinched after July 15. 
A well-pinched plant will not need staking or other support, since 
the growth will be strong and sturdy and will stand erect. 


SPRAYING 


We recommend a simple spray program in gardens that have a 
wide variety of plants, which naturally harbor insects and diseases. 
Mums, like many other plants, are subject to attack by aphis or 
plant lice. These are easily controlled by spraying with Nicotine 
Sulphate (Black-Leaf 40), which can be procured at any drug or 
department store. 


One or two dustings during the summer with a 5 or 10 per cent 
DDT dust or spray will eliminate other insects that sometimes attack 
Mums, such as tarnished plant bug, leaf-hopper, leaf-rollers and the 
stalk borer. If you should have fungous trouble on the foliage, one 
or two sprayings with the new preparation called Fermate should 
keep your plants healthy. 


In some parts of the East the foliar nematode has become very 
troublesome the past few seasons. Infected plants will lose their 
foliage, beginning at the bottom of the stalk, and by blooming time 
the entire plant may be defoliated. The dead leaves turn dark brown 
or black, become brittle and hang down along the stem. A half inch 
of tobacco dust mulch has been found effective in checking the spread 
of this pest. 


Perhaps the best insurance against these pests and diseases is to 
be very critical of any newly acquired plant material. We have 
always prided ourselves on the health and vigor of our plants. 


BLOOMING TIME 


It has been definitely proved that Chrysanthemums are sensitive 
to light and that the length of day determines the blooming time for a 
given variety. Shading a late-blooming variety with black cloth for a 
few hours, both morning and evening, will hasten its normal bloom- 
ing time by two or three weeks. Electric lights will retard its normal 
blooming period. 


Since Minnesota is quite far north, where naturally the fall days 
are shorter than farther south, a given variety will normally bloom 
20 days earlier here than in Texas. We are located approximately 
200 miles north of Chicago, and we know that the same variety will 
begin blooming for us four or five days sooner than in Chicago. 
From this we deduct that perhaps two days for every 100 miles of 
latitude is about the average difference in blooming time. Interest- 
Ing, Isn’t it? 


WINTER PROTECTION 


The purpose of winter protection is probably more to keep the 
cold in the ground than to keep it out. A favorable location, one 
which does not allow ice and water to stand over the plants, is very 
necessary. It is the alternate thawing and freezing that does the 
winter damage to garden Mums. After the tops have been killed 
by frost, the stems should be cut off 2 to 3 inches above the crown 
and burned to prevent the spread of foliage disease. We have 
found that any light, porous material that will remain more or less 
dry during the winter is ideal for covermg. Excelsior, evergreen 
boughs, marsh hay, and cornstalks are very good if applied after 
the ground is slightly frozen. Leaves applied and kept dry with a 
waterproof covering will also make very fine covering.

Our Fall Mum Show 


“The Mums are blooming” has become a long-awaited and 
familiar greeting to thousands of Mum-lovers here in Minnesota 
and throughout the United States. When the days cool down and 
the leaves begin to turn, thousands of people all over the country 
take their scheduled trip to Faribault to see the Mums in all their 
glory. They are never disappointed, for each year many new va- 
rieties have been perfected and placed on display. This year “the 
Mums were blooming” from September 14 to November 2, and 40,000 
people joined us in enjoying this feast of flowers which is set up 
and maintained entirely for your pleasure and at no cost to you. 

Here at The Lehman Gardens in Southern Minnesota you can 
see 100,000 Mum plants in our large, unprotected fields. During 
the late fall these fields are transformed into ribbons of colors 
and are a magnificent sight. However, it is not every year that 
we are favored with a late fall. To beat the elements, we have 
constructed ten very large beds in which we grow five plants each 
of over 500 varieties. These beds are protected and maintained 
through the entire show. Here you can see all varieties blooming 
side by side and can check heights, blooming dates, etc. Our very 
first varieties begin to bloom about mid-August. By mid-Septem- 
ber a great many of the earlier kinds are in full bloom. Between 
September 25 and October 10 is usually when the flowers are at their 
best. We suggest that you come at the time you would want your 
Mums in full bloom and check the varieties that are in full bloom 
at that time. Also in these outdoor beds are many of our seedlings— 
the Mums of Tomorrow—in different stages of selection. Each 


variety that is selected from a planting of seedlings is grown and 
tested for four or five seasons to be sure it is worthy of naming and 
introduction. 

In case of bad weather (and we have it in Minnesota), we main- 
tain a bounteous display of Mums in our five greenhouses. The 
first two greenhouses are replete with rows of tables running the 
full length of the buildings. On these are displayed thousands 
and thousands of beautiful Mum plants In every conceivable color. 
A sign advising “Don’t Miss This!” directs one to the third green- 
house. Here, indeed, is a breathtaking sight! The entire greenhouse 
has been transformed into an outdoor living room. A graveled path 
winds its way around a pool with sprays of bubbling water and 
floating Mum blossoms, past huge beds of Mums of all colors to 
the east entrance where tal] cornstalks surrounded with pumpkin 
give a festive autumn air to the scene. Placed at intervals along 
the garden path are gaily striped canvas-covered love seats where 
one may relax and enjoy the beauty of the place. Nearly 3,000 
Mums have been planted on the three levels. The effect is startling, 
for great care has been exercised in the blending of harmonizing 
colors. All varieties are labeled, and many folks come each fall to 
pick out their varieties for the next season. 

No matter the day or the weather—any time between September 
15 and November 1 ts the time to come to see the Mums. The 
display is maintained entirely for your pleasure, and we hope you, 
too, can come when “the Mums are blooming.”

MUM CHATTER 


_ The past Mum blooming season here in Southern Minnesota was 
In many respects a disappointment. We had an excellent growing 
season up through Labor Day, and at that time we had high hopes 
of enjoying one of the finest blooming seasons we have ever ex- 
perienced. However, following Labor Day the weather became 
very hot, with daytime temperatures from 90 to 95 degrees for 
several weeks. It also became extremely dry. The weather bureau 
reports that the fall of 1952 was the driest one in 116 years in South- 
ern Minnesota. We received only 1 inch of rain in ninety days— 
an all-time record low. 


This combination of very high temperatures and dry weather 
just will not bring garden Mums into bloom on schedule. In late 
September we had a sudden switch in weather to nightly frosts. 
This caught many of the late season varieties in full bud, and 
inasmuch as the frost was very severe, many of them never opened 
up at all. The August and September blooming varieties were prac- 
tically the whole show this past season. Our large unprotected 
fields never did come into a mass of color as they usually do. How- 
ever, the thousands and thousands of people who visited our Mum 
show from September 14 to November 2 were not disappointed 
because we maintained an indoor show of over 10,000 plants and 
had over 600 varieties on display in a protected outdoor test garden. 


Some of the old favorites that impressed us very highly again 
this fall were the following: Beacon, Betty, Canary, Carnival, 
Charles Nye, Chiquita, Dainty, Golden Hours, Golden Mound, 
Moonbeams, Patricia Lehman, Remembrance, Shalimar 
and Tribute. Among the newer things we liked Bristol’s Jubilee 
and Alex Cumming very much. Conard-Pyle’s new red Success 
was outstandingly good. It is an extremely large, brilliant red 
that should go places in the future. Dr. Kraus has given us three 
extremely fine new things that are the result of crossing his Hardy 
Mums with the early English varieties. 


Apache, one of the new ones being introduced this year, is a 
bright firecracker-red. In our estimation this is one of the finest 
new things developed since Charles Nye and Olive Longland 
were introduced. We predict a bright future for it and would not 
be surprised to see tt among the eight or ten most popular in some 
of the future popularity polls. Malinda Brown is an extremely 
fine lavender and Goldheart a large light primrose aging white. 
These two will do much to brighten many flower gardens. Biretta 
and Crown Jewel are two new reds that we are introducing this 
year. These have proved themselves superior in our tests here in 
Southern Minnesota. Among the newer spoon Mums we like Pump- 
kin Spoon and Blushwhite best of all. Several other outstanding 
spoons are Garnet Spoon, Gold Spoon and Loveliness Spoon. 


We had reports from all over the country of a generally un- 
favorable season, with hot and dry weather being the cause. But 
as Mrs. H. M. of Clinton, Okla., says, “Here it ts a challenge each 
year to raise Mums, but just one good sniff in the fall when the 
Mums are out, well repays me for all the worry and work.” 


Our letters from all parts of the country will give you an idea 
of just what varieties are favorites around the States: 


Mrs. I. P. of Canon City, Colo., writes: “This year I have very 
much enjoyed those darling buttons, Chiquita and Rosita. They 
bloomed together. Everyone that saw them was thrilled by them. 
Holiday is a favorite, too.” 


A report from Mrs. R. B. of Maysville, Ky., says: “Am especially 
enthused over Olive Longland, Masquerade, Betty ,Courageous, 
Patricia Lehman and Beacon. They were all just lovely. 


From Comfrey, Minn., Mrs. M. R. relates: ‘Lee Powell was 
especially admired by friends and neighbors last year. Others 
outstanding in our garden were Kathleen Lehman, Dawnrose, 
Gladness, Chiquita and Autumn Beauty.’’ 


Mrs. E. B. of Salem, Va., reports: ‘Was very pleased with Lee 
Powell, which I bought from you last year. In spite of a very dry 
and hot summer, it bloomed magnificently and was greatly admired 
by all my friends.” 


Mrs. H. M. of Clinton, Okla., goes on to say, “A few that do 
wonderfully here are: Olive Longland, a beauty, it never fails; 
Courageous is very good, as is Defiance, a riot of color. Chippewa 
does well here but we are trying Myrtle Walgreen at your sugges- 
tion. Tangerine and The Lehmans are all good. Beacon is 
grand. Magnificent is wonderful, and Betty is also nice.” 


From Mr. C. G. of Johnstown, Penna., we recetved these com- 
ments: “I would like to report that Jayeff grew into a large, sturdy 
plant. I recetved honorable mention with it in the Pittsburgh show. 
The blooms were about 3% inches in width. It is one of the best 
varieties in this color I have tried. I like it better than Betty. 
Your Pumpkin Spoon was without a doubt the best spoon I have 
ever raised; a big plant with hundreds of blooms took first m blooms 
and third in sprays in Pittsburgh show. Sulphur Spoon was also 
good. Lee Powell was the best yellow I grew this year as well as 
last year. Red Glow and Alert were also fine. The latter with- 
stood the frost better than any other variety I had this year. Ma- 
linda Brown was also very good. Should be quite a bloom if dis- 
budded.” 


Mrs. C.W.D. of Trenton, Mo., says: ‘‘Chiquita was a great 
favorite—never had one do better or blooms last longer. Rosita 
made more growth and had lots of bloom but I wasn’t too pleased 
with the color. Myrtle Walgreen was very satisfactory. The 
plant was still pretty in the garden when freeze came.” 


Mr. W.O.C., South Lincoln, Mass., writes: ‘Alert, Hazlewood, 
Magnificent and Beacon were the top favorites among my cus- 
tomers. Red Glow and Remembrance were excellent, robust, 
and profuse bloomers.” 


Mrs. K.M.G., Grand Junction, Colo., says: ‘Lee Powell, Betty, 
Golden Hours, Magenta Spoon and Autumn Greetings were 
out of this world. Yellow Blanket was so different, and Orchid 
Helen was a sight for sore eyes. Pink Princess was simply loaded 
with bloom. Yellow Avalanche was beautiful. Joan Helen was 
very pretty and showy.”
